You may fvol interest in koowing 
what acalamity has befallen the people of 
this part of the globe, We have recontly 
had tropical torrents of rain, that were 
really fonrful. But in February the flood 
gates of heaven soomed to bo open, and all 
the fountain beads of tho rivers seemed to 
have burst their bonds to ovérflow us,.— 
These districts have been devastated by one 
of tho most fearful floods ever known in 
Australin, Lifo and. property. havo been 
sacrificed to an extent truly appalling. The 
damage done cannot be estimated. Whole 
families, with overy living thing on their 
homesteads, crops and all, were swept into 
the sen of tho resiatless flood, and no one 
left to tell what they have lost, 

At Bell's Creek diggings tho claims have 
all been filled, The poor miners were whirl- 
ed away clear over a fall of a thousand foet 
deep, at the bottom of which the remains 
of many were found. “Nu one at the dig- 
ginga exenped to tell how suddenly the 
waters came down upon them, or of the 
gold that was lost. Ono little girl was 
found alive in tho region of Bell’s Creek, 
who had lost father, mothor, five brothers 
and sisters, and home. Ail thatshe posses 
sed and loved 10 the world were swep’ away. 
In ‘one night this poor unfortunate was 
dashed down to poverty and orphannge.—

Hastings Chronicle, 
Relleville, Wednesday, August Ist, 1860, 
THE PRINCE'S ARRIVAL _ 


Tho Ath of July, 1860, will long be romem= 

bored as an opoch in the history of the British 
American Colonies, devoted and loyal as they 
are and always have been to the British Crown. 
For on this day it may be said a new cra was 
| Inaugurated, by tho official visitation and re- 
{ception of tho heir apparent to the British 
| throne in tho most Eastern of these Colonies. 
| Tho importance of the event does not so much 
Jconsist in the fact that this is the first time 
that we were allowed to bask in the smiles 
of Royalty, as it doos in the consideration that 
this official visit of the Princo of Wales is the 
highest acknowledgment on tho part of the 
Home Government of the importance of these 
western Colonics as an integral portion of the 
great British Empire. Hitherto such cour- 
| tesies on the part of the Royal family outside 
of the British Islands haye been confined to 
the continental courts. Royalty could only 
visit Royalty, whether he who wore the badge 
swayed the destiny of millions, or only con- 
trolled the fortunes of some petty German 
principality, Colonial possessions wore desi- 
rable only as they added to the commerce or 
the territory of the Empire. Tt was not con- 
sidered that they were inhabited by d:scend- 
ants of the same parent stock, who spoke the 
same language, were governed by the same 
Jaws, owned allegiance to the same Sovereign, 
and were therefore deserving of the favor and 
regard bestowed on those less worthy. 
other and more intelligent opinions prevailed, 
the waves of the broad Atlantic have hereto- 
fore offsred an insuperable barrier to any such 
social intercourse on the part of the Royal 
household, with the one exception of Prince 
William, while on a roving commission in the 
King’s army. 
This barrier has been overcome, and while 
we are writing, a live Prince is on our shores. 
He has braved the dangers of the deep to visit 
a land which will yet be the home of a great 
and prosperous nation, who will perpetuate 
the institutions, the language, and civilization 
of his own beloved country. His visit to the 
Provinces will give him an opportunity of ac- 
quiring knowledge which, while it will be val 
uable to himself in his future career, must of 
necessity be beneficial in its results to our- 
selves From no one cause have the Colonies 
suffered so much as they haye through the 
ignorance of their condition at home. The 
information received at St. James’ was too 
frequently conveyed through channels not 
very favorable to Colonial prosperity. Poli- 
tical aspirants had their own ends to gain, 
and the truth was often suppressed or exag- 
gerated to suit their purposes, Our fortunes 
have cbbed and flowed with the prejudices 
and caprices of Downing Strect officials, who 
in turn were ear-wigged by interested parties 
‘on this side of the Atlantic, and who told their 
story to suit their own purposes. The ap- 
pointment of our Governors,—the regulation 
ef our trade, —the subsidizing of rival lines of 
steamers to our own,—have not at all times 
been done with reference to our best interests, 
Indeed there has often been good reason to 
think that. the interest of the Colonies was 
frequently the last thing thought of by the 
home government in such transactions. We 
have an assurance in this visit of his Royal 
Highness that this state of things has ceased, 
and that our prosperity is justly regarded by 
the Queen with the same tender concern as 
is the weal of her beloved subjects at home. 

Not tlie least important result of this visit- 
ation remains to be mentioned yet. It will 
be the means of bringing our country into 
public notice more effectually than any other 
plan that could be de The capabilities 
of the British North American Provinecs re- 
quire only to be known to be appreciated.— 
Emigration and capital have flowed into the 
United States more copiously than they have 
this side of 45°, because our shrewd neigh- 
bors have excolled ua in advertising their 
country and ils advantages. We baye a land 
equally fertile and productive, resources quite 
as oxhnustless, and institutions as liberal as 
they, without the blighting curse of Slavery 
to darken our National escutchcon, Let these 
facts become manifest, as they now will, and 
we have secured an incalculable advantage 
in the friendly race for rational pre-eminence. 

In visiting our neighbors as Lord Rexrnew, 
tho reception of his Royal Highness, though 
less loyal than that which he will receive here, 
will be none the less cordial or sincere. With 
all their jealous rivalry and habitual bragga- 
docio, the Americans in their heart love and 
respect England as the home of their progen- 
itora, and they are anxious to manifest this 
fecling towards their iustrious kinsman when 
he comes amongst them, although it is merely 
in the character of a private gentleman, Ma- 
ny things have of late been conspiring to bring 
| aboutand coment a lasting friendship between 
these two great kindred nations, whose amity 
should never have been interrupted,—and it 
only requires Lord Renfrew's 
plete that which has been so well begun; he 
welds the Inst link in the Indissoluble chain of 
national comity. We hayo lately had inter- 
national Regatins, Cliess and Cricket matches, 
international prizo fights, the visit of the Great 
Laslern, and to crown all, the Prince of Wales 
is to dine with the President at the “ white 
house” in Washington! How the two nations 
can agree to quarrel after that, is more than 
we can imagine, and probably more than will 
over Occur, 

Coming back to home, we must romember 
that the Prince will soon be here on his way 
to the Went, and if we don’t wish to be caught 
with our fingers in our mouths, wo had bet- 
ter make some preparations, which as yot we 
fear have not becn commenced, We perceive 
that the inhabitants of St. John, Nowfound- 
Jand, put on their best appearance, and ro- 
ceived the Prince in a mannor quite credita: 
blo to thomaclves, and gratifying to hia Royal 
Highness. The corrospondent of the Globe 
saya they covered up and concealed many of 
tho “ugly places” in the streets, by planting 
in front of thom rows of spruce, and other 
evergreens.

steamer was taking in wood. On boarding 
the raft accompanied by the Constable and a 
man (Henry Brown) who could identify Es- 
lan, the Sheriff made a thorough search, but 
could not find him, and was informed by Mr. 
Humphrey, brother of the owner, that Eslan 
had left the raft at Bath; he said further that 
the quarrel. had not arisen, as supposed, from 
an old feud between the Highlanders and 
Frenchmen, bot from a trifling cause,—some- 
taing about a hat. The people on the rafts 
were obviously almost all Fronchmen, with 
some five or six Irishmen. The Sheriff only 
found one person seyerely injured, who was 
lying ina shanty; when spoken to by the 
former he sat up and complained of his head, 
on which he had received a heavy blow, but 
did not know that he had any bones broken. 
Mr. Humphrey moreover told the Sheriff that 
Eslan was the injured party, having been at- 
tacked and beaten first in a shanty by seve 
ral of the raftsmen, and that the blow he struck 
Driscoll was in self-defenco, 

Not being able to make any arrest, by the 
advice of Mr, Gildersleeve the Sheriff sent the 
Warrant to the Mayor of Prescott, where, as 
he was informed, Eslan’s family resided, and 
where, it was supposed, he would rejoin the 
raft, The Mayor of Kingston was given all 
the particulars necessary to arrest him, and 
also the names of those on the raft who could 
identify him. 

Since the above was in type, the unfortu- 
nate man, Driscoll, has died. He expired 
at 4 past 6 o'clock, on Monday afternoon, hay- 
ing been insensible from the time he received 
the blow, until his death. 

On Monday Evening, J. P. McDonald, Esq., 
Coroner, empannelled a Jury, and proceeded 
to view the body, after which the inquest was 
adjourned until yesterday morning at 9 o'clock 
to allow a post mortem examination to be

A TRIP TO LAKE SUPERIOR. 


By a Correspondent of the Montreal Witness. 
DBELLEVILLE-—HASTINGS. 


The rovte from Kingston to Belleville by 
water, over the Bay of Quinte, will be found 
by the tourist exceedingly pleasant, The 
scenery is very fine, and though the houses 
and villages present, for the most part, a 
sad, unpainted appearance, the farming 
lands are well cultivated. Bylleville is the 
centre and outlet of the County of Hastings, 
and of the Hastings road, which extends 
far backwards. bis County being large 
and continually extending, aud being chief 
ly covered with bard-wood, a large quan- 
tity of ashes is sent from it, this product 
being one of the principal exports of Belle 
ville. The effects of the railroad on this 
place and those above Lave not been so dis- 
astrous as they were to Kingston, for tho 
reason that the business of Kingston was 
moro of a second-hand nature, depending 
on the custom of the surrounding villages, 
which have since been enabled to deal with 
Montreal direct. 

Belleville has behind it two important 

villages, viz.: Madoc and Sterling. ‘Tha 
former is situated directly north of Belle- 
ville, and in the centre of the North Riding 
of the County, and, therefore, destined, as 
soon as the County is divided,—as must 
soon be the case,—to become a county town. 
Mado is the starting point of the Hastings 
road, which is at present being made and 
settled. 
Sterling is larger than Madoc, and some- 
what nearer to Belleville, but not so central. 
Tt seems to bea thriving place, and one of 
increasing importance, ‘l'brough the contro 
of this County ruos the Moira Rivor—a 
boautiful wood-encumbered stroam, which 
is at presont valuable as the channel through 
which the lumber of the country reaches 
market. Io this County we bogin to dis- 
cover some signs of thy taste which charace 
torizes the more Western parts of Canada 
in common with the States, Horo wo fad 
young trees planted along the sides of the 
roads almost beforo thoy aro fenced in,

County of Hastings, is Marmora, colebrated

FRIGHTFUL BARBARITY OF THE DRUSES. 
One poor woman—I knew both her 
husband and herself well at Deir-el Kamar, 
where they wera wealihy poople—told me 
that when the Druses attacked the town 
the second time ([ should mention that it 
bi surrendered and all the inhabitants had 
given up their arms some 24 days pre- 
viously to the Druses, and had been pro 
mised protection by their sbeiks) her hus- 
band was hacked to pieces before her oyes 
with their large knives by the Druses, who 
then declared they must kill all male chil- 
dren in the house. The mother tried to 
bide her two sons, one fifteen the other 
nine years old. The Druses, howerer found 
them out. *She begged and prayed for their 
lives, and endeavoured to cover them in a 
corner with her person, but the Druses 
hacked at the lads over her shoulder, and 
gasbed them until they both dropped down 
a) tly lifeless, The Druses then made 
off, and the woman, thinking her*two boys 
dead, remained in ‘a sort of stupor for two 
hours—to far asshe cancalculate. At last 
she was roused>by hearing the eldest lad 
call ber. in a faint voice, trying to assure 
her that he was not vet dead, On this she 
felt the body of the youngest boy, and 
found his Heart beating. She got some 
water, and after giving it to both her chil- 
cren—so far as she could get them to drink 
it—etarted into the town to sea whether 
she could procure assistance to get herself 
and her boys away, She Got as far as the 
teraglio, or government house, but there she 
found that some 500 Christians, who had 
taken refuge, were being cut to pieces by 
the Druses, who had been invited to enter 
the precincts of the building by the Turkish 
soldiers of the garrison, these inter helping 
in the butchery, and being so far worse 
than the Druses, that they abused in the 
most infamous manner all the women,— 
Seeing no help could be obtained here, the 
poor, Women turned to fly, when she came

omy, and the necessity of properly clenns-

povfully appreciated. “Rough staring coats, 
“grense” or “scratches,” inflammations, and 
« whole catalogue of diseases, find their 
origin in neglect of propér grooming, 

The skin of the horse like that of other 
animals, not only affords protection to the © 
parts within, but by the pores affords an 


N 


body. In outdoor life, tho natural state of| 
the horse, this membrane becomes thicken-| ¥ 
ed and tough, capable of resisting changes 
of temperature ; and by continual exercise, 


all the exhalations, But this alone will not 
give the smooth glossy coat which adds so 
nyaterinlly tothe animal's beauty, Confining 
the horse to the stable, as generally done 
for at least part of the year, renders his skin 
tender, especially when he is kept warmly 
Ulanketed. Expose him now to a great 
change of temperature; take him out and 
drive him unl heated; retura him to the 
stable, lot him stand uncared for over night, 
or even for an hour; the sensitive skin is 
rapidly chilled by the evaporation of the 
sweat, the pores are suddenly closed, and 
often a cold, a rheumatic, stiffness or other 
disorder results. Proper grooming prevents 
this, by toughening the skin, keeping it in 
healthy action, equalizing the circulation, 
removing obstruction from the pores, and 
what is of great importance, by rousing the 
action of the muscles at the surface, in some 
measure, compensates for the want of ex- 
erci¢e consequent upon stable life, 
Currying and brushing should not be 
done in the stable; the dust and scurf will 
be scattered in the manger to mix with the 
horse feed, besides keeping the stable’ un- 
cleanly, Take the animal into the open 
air, tie him securely, and handle him so 
gently that he will enjoy, rather than dread, 
the application of the comb and the brush. 
A sharp currycomb, rougbly-scraped over

This summer has, upon the 
whole, been much colder than: usual in 
Onnada. There bas been little or no close, 
sultry weather—searcely any thunder, no 
sheet lightning, and hardly a’ single warm 
night, “There are few oF no grasslioppirs, 
the weather being probably too cold for 
them; and altogether our season has, so 
far, been in. many. respects more like an 
EKoglish than an American summer. The 
long drought, comparatively low tempera+ 
ture, and absence of thunder storms, do not, 
however, appear to have been injurious to 
Vegetation. ‘Tlie crops, upon the whole, 
are excellent, and fruit trees haye a prom 
ising appearance, It may be doubted if 
Indian Corn, Tomatoes, and Melons. will 
ripen to any extent in Lower Canada, but 
Grain of all kinds, and especially Peas, have 
done well so far, and Potatoes bid fatr to 
be a great crop. Those which were plact- 
ed early are yielding a larger number of 
finer tubers than for many years past. It 
may also be worthy of notice, as an indica: 
tion of A grent difference of climate, that 
Gooseberries, which are almost invariably 
mildewed on this continent, have this year 
produced as large and fine a crop as they 
do in Britain. The bushes, were loaded 
with. large, plump berries, tho flavor of 
which is, wothink, superior to that of the 
same kinds in Europe, If this result could 
be calculated upon in future, every gardener 
sliould have a plot of Gooseberries.

TALKING AND WRITING. 


A man never knows what he has read un~ 
til he has either talked about it or written 
about it, Talking and writing are digestive 
processes, which are absolutely essential to 
the mental constitution of the man who de- 
vours many books. But itis not every man 
that can talk: ‘Talking implies, first of all, a 
readiness on the part of the speaker, and next, 
a sympathetic listener. It is, therefore, a 
digestive process, the most difficult if itis the 
most rapid in its operation. — 

Writing is a different aflair. A man-may 
take his own timo to it, and not require a 
reader: he can be his own reader, It is an 
easicr, although more formal, process of di- 
gestion than talking. It is in everybody's 
power; and everybody who reads much 
makes more or less use of it, because as Ba- 
con says, if he does not write, then he ought 
to have extraordinary faculties to compen- 
sate for such neglect. It is in this view that 
we are to understand the complaint of a well- 
known author that he was ignorant of a cer- 
tain subject, and tho means by which he was 
to dispel his ignorance—namely by writing 
on it. - 

It is in this-view that the monitorial sys- 
tem of instruction has its great value—to tho 
monitors it is the best sort of teaching. Tt 
is from the same point of view that Sir Wil- 
liary Hamilton used to Jament the decay of 
teaching asa part of the cducation of students 
at the Universities,’ In the olden time it was

CRE AT DAMASCUS. 


It appears that the massacre at Damascus 
commenced in the afternoon of the 9th, and 
that before night 500 Christians had been 
killed. ‘The first consulate attacked was 
that of Russia, Tho Russian and Greek 
consuls took refuge with Abd-el Kader. All 
the Catholic and Greek Churches and Con- 
vents, as well as the consulates are burnt, 
The American vice-consul was wounded, 
and the Dutch vice-consul said to be killed. 
Drusy atrocities in the neighborhood of Si- 
don continued unabated, Cbiristian priests 
and villagers near Sidon, and near Dema- 
setisy have been forced at the point of the 
sword to embrace Moslemism by hundreds, 
“Between May 20 and June 30,” writes 
our correspondent at Beyrout, “ the Druses 


four thousand Cliristixns, including more 
than a hundred Catholic and Greek priests 
and monks. ‘They buve burnt down more 
thao 160 Christian. villages, including more 
than 100 cliurches and 16 convents. 
Three thousand Turkish regular troops 
‘rived at Beyrout on the 11th in one line- 
of battle ship and two frigates, under Khalid 
Pacha. ‘Two thousand leave for Damascus, 
As yet, “the Turkish government bas not 
punished a single Druse, In every case of 
outrages upon Christians, the Druses and 
Mosk Actin concert.” Tho plunder of 
church plate "and other valuables, and the 
damage done to crops, houses, and to the 
country in general, is said to amount to up 
wards of six millions sterling. 

Tho Levant Herald of the 18th observes, 
that receipt of the intelligence from Damno- 
cus has excHed the gravest anxieties of tho 
Porte. “On Monday, aftor interviews with 
Sir Honry Bulwer and M. de Lavatette, his 
Highnoss Ali Pacha had an audience of the 
Sultan, and was closetted with his Majysty 
Ulla late hour—on what business it is easy 
to imagine, Yesterday, again, Sir Henry 
and Mr, Williams, the American minister, 
had long conferences with the Caimacan on 
tho same subject. As the result of the 
Ambassadorial counsel, it is said thnt the 
Porte, besides despatehing an additional 
battalion from ‘Uhessaly and ono from 
Butoum, purposes to ask the Viceroy of

There are two data from which to estimate 
the comparative advantages conferred by the 
Reciprocity Treaty on both countries, viz,, a 
comparison of the increased amount of exports 
from one country, during a certain period sub- 
sequent to the Treaty, with the increased a- 
mount of exports from the other during the 
same period; and also a comparison of the 
proportion of these exports of the one coun- 
try which are tree of duty, with the propor- 
tion of those of the other which are similarly 
circumstanced, In these tables we have not 
the amount of goods exported froi the United 
States to Canada during the four years prior 
to the ‘I'reaty, and cannot, therefore, compare 
the aggregate increase of the amount during 
the four years subsequent to the Treaty with 
the aggregate increase during the same time 
in the amount of Canadiar. exports. But the 
amount of Canadian exports, duty free, during 
the four years subsequent to the ‘I'reaty, will 
be seen to be over 96 per cent. of the whole, 
while that of the United States’ Exports duty 
free, during the saine period, is only about 46 
per cent of the whole. ; 

So far then as we can judge from this view 

of the subject, the advantages have been 
greutly in favor of Canada, 
Surely then, that policy which tonds to the 
abrogation of the Reciprocity Treaty, is highly 
prejudicial to the best interests of this Pro- 
vince, Surely that legislation, which takes 
advantage of this Treaty to impose on every 
article imported into Canada from the United 
States—excepting those contained in the scho- 
dulo—such heavy duties as amount to their 
actual prohibition, is grossly unfair, is dishon- 
orable to our legislators, and through them to 
us as a people. 

We say “taking advantago of the Treaty,” 
for, as was shown vy Mr. Ely, did not the 
Treaty exist, the Americans could retaliate 
by pursuing a similar course, until our Gov- 
eynment would find it unprofitable to indulge 
in such legislation, But as the Schedule in- 
cludes almost overy article of Cavadian export, 
it is out of their power to do so as long as the 
realy exists. Lt would be well for the peo 
ple of Canada to take the carliest opportunily 
of showing that such legislation dovs not moet 
their approval. It is a gross violation of the 
spirit of the ‘I'reaty, and is indved a violation 
of the letter of its preamble, at all events, in- 
asmuch as tho object of tho 'renty is there 
stated to be ‘lo regulate the commerce and 
navigation between their respective territories 
and pcoplo, and more capecially between her 
Majesty’s possessions in North Aiporica, and 
the United States. 

During the four years subsequent to the 
passage of the Treaty, there has been on eight 
of the articlos which havo long been largely 
imported into Canada from the United States, 
viz., Boots and shocs, Harness, cotton goods, 
iron goods, wood goods, Molasser, Refined 
Sugar, and other Sugar, a coutinued increase 
of duty,--until 1858 shows an average increase 
of 65 per cent. over 1555, Looking at this, 
there is much of the force of truth in the follow- 
ing passage in Mr. Lly’s speech: 

“None will doubt that if the Canadian Par- 
liament, immediately on tho ratification of the 
Treaty, passed a law, prohibiting all importa- 
tions from this county xcopt of the avtiolos

After dining at the “ American,” the excur- 

sionists betook themselves to the various pla- 

ces of resort that their fancies dictated, until 

the hour advertised by Signor Farini for bis 

‘first ascension.” Until then Blondin had 

reighed supreme on the suspension rope across 

the dizzy heights of Niagara. He would brook 

no rival, and was likely to have none, as he 
would allow no one to test his acrobatic skill 

upon his rope. Sig. Farini had therefore to 
suspend a rope for himself, in order that the 

public might be able to judge of his preten- 

sions. ‘This rope is stretched across tho river 
neat the Clifton House, and about a mile far- 
ther up the river than that of Blondin’s, and 
is consequently longer than his by about 600 
fect. The greater length makes it much more 
difficult to straighten and guy it properly.— 
As might be expected, we found Blondin’s 
rope better Jaid than that of his rival, Farini 
(who by the way, 1s’. Canadian, born near 
Port Hope, and rejoices in the sporting pat- 
ronymic of Hunt, which has been Italianised 
for professional purposes), had advertised to 
make his ascension at 4 o'clock, and Biondin 
immediately afterwards, At the appointed 
hour Farini made his appearance in av acro- 
batic dress, with a balancing pole of about 40 
fect in length, and which seemed to interfere 
considerably with the freedom of his move- 
ments, He started cautiously at first, and 
when he had gone about a quarter of the way 
across, he stopped to perforin some acrobatic 
feats, such as standing on his head on the 
rope, suspending himself by one hand, his 
feet, &c. He crossed over with safety, and 
on his return he performed the feat of the day, 
by going down on a rope to the Maid of the 
Mist, and retorning the same way. As this 
was Farini’s first ascension, many were fear- 
ful of his falling, and they breathed freer after 
it was all safely over. ‘To the disappointinent 
of many, Blondin had cemmenced his ascen- 
sion long before Farini had concluded, and 
therefore many had to come away without 
seeing him perform. There is little doubt 
that at present he is the most agile and ex- 
pert of the two, but we doubt whether he will 
long. remain §0, should Farini continue to 
strive for the mastery. Farini is at present 
by all odds the most popular at the Falls, and 
while he had thousands of paying spectators, 
Blondin bad scarcely as many hundreds. 

The excursionists returned the same even- 
ing, much pleased with the day's enjoyment, 
and we now feel ita pleasure to say, that 
should Messrs. Christie & Squair conclude on 
getting up anotber Excursion on the same 
boat, we can cordially recommend their kind 
endeavors to the most favorable consideration 
of the public.

How 
is it that the committee desired to get the 
the Mayor’s signature to the address, before 
Council had adopted-it? Was this the pro- 
ner course, to try and procure the signature 
Pefore the address was formally ratified by the 
Council? It may be eaid that there was no 
necessity of such ratification, but the action of 
the Council places this matter béyond cavil, 
and instead of pabep hing the Mayor, the com- 
mittee are caught in their own trap. 

The most absurd conduct of all was the re- 
solution of non-confidence in the Mayor.— 
Who asked or cares for their confidence? Did 
they not use their influnce against the Mayor's 
election, and haye not the most of them done 
their utmost to annoy atid oppose him, since 
his elevation to office? The Mayor is riot 
accountable to the Council, but to the people, 
for the proper discharge of his onerous duties, 
and the doctrine lately started by certain mem- 
bers, that the Mayor cannot take a step with- 
out permission of the Council is simply ridicu- 
lous. When members of the Council ask the 
Mayor impertinent questions, he shoald quietly 
tell his interrogators to mind their own busi- 
ness, And furthermore the Mayor will allow 
us to say that the public think with us that he 
puts up with entirely too much insolence ftom 
those who have no character to lose in the 
Council, and he owes it to his position, if not 
to himself, to put a stop to such proceedings 
in the future. Forbearance up to a certain 
point, may be a yirtue, but beyond thatit may 
degenerate into apparent pusillanimity. When 
a councillor forgets to act as a gentleman and 
becomes a blackguard, and refuses to obey the 
rules of the Council, the quicker he is putin 
charge of the Constables the better for the 
safety of society and good morals. We trust 
that there may be no need of going to such 
extremities, but if the emergetcy arises, noth- 
ing will satisfy the public but the strictest 
severity that the law allows. ‘ 

In saying this much, we do not wish to re- 
flect upon those members of the Council, who, 
while they oppose the Mayor, do soin a gen- 
tlemanly manner, and without personal insult. 
Opponents may differ from sich persons, while 
they entertain every respect for them,

yegotable market by tolls, has some show of 
plausibility in it. Itis said the convenience 
of the citizens requires it, That such a mar- 
ket is required no one will dispute, but that 
a tax upon every one who sells there is neccs- 
sary to its existence, is very questionable.— 
If we understand the question properly, tolls 
are imposed upon the vendors in order to pay 
tho salary of a market clerk, and other ex- 
penses. Certainly if the convenience of the 
thing is greater than the expense, the citizens 
would haye no objection to be taxed for such 
expenses, as thoy are for sidewalks and gas- 
light. If, however, the expense of a market 
is greater than the advantage which it con- 
fers, it will not pay to keep it open, and should 
therefore be abolished, and the public allowed 
to selland buy when and where they pleased. 
For a grair. market there ix no such excuse 
or palliation,—-it is only a restriction on trade 
which mast be detrimental to the Town. It 
is true that the grain merchants say that the 
farmer will not be called upon to pay the mar- 
ket tolls,—that the buyer will pay them and 
give the highest cash price at the same time. 
Any body knows that this is fallacious, If 
the buyer pays tho tolls it is only an addi- 
tional item of the purchaser's expenses, and 
when he calculates his margin of profit, it 
must be taken into account the same as freight 
and commission in a foreign market. Zhe 
cush price will therefore be just so much less, 
and the tolls come eventually out of the farm- 
er’s pocket. Again, the grain buyers urge 
that a market will do away with the nuisance 
of “runners.” This again is in cheir own 
hands. ‘They necd not employ any runners, 
and the nuisance will thereby be abated. 

The By-Law allows all grain coming by 
water—that is from Prince Edward—to come 
free, and to be sold without going to market. 
This provision, although obviously made to 
relieve the Prince Ndward farmer from the 
expense of carting his grain from the wharf to 
market and back, discriminates against the 
farmers of our own County, and admits the ne 
ity of doing nothing fo discourage foreign 
This admission is fatal to the whole 
principle of toll markets. Indced the whole 
direction of our ‘Town policy is, and should 
bo, against it. Have we not subsidized and 
ostablished a ferry between thia town and the 
adjoining County, and made the graycl roads

The work of preparation for the reception 
of the Royal party has already commenced 
here, and is being pushed forward with vigor. 
The decorations oa arches, itis fully expected 
will not be exceeded by any Town, of a similar 
size, which the Prince may honor with a visit, 
A platform is in course of construction at Mr. 
Corby’s wharf; it will be of sufficient size to 
afford ample accommodation for the different 
bodies presenting addresses, The first arch 
will be erected at the junction of Pinnacle and 
Front streets. It is proposed to be erected by 
the teamsters employed! in drawing lumber to 
the various wharves, The next arch will be 
erected by L. Wallbridge Esq., the design for 
which is not as yet made ot, The next will 
be placed a Title east of Weesc’s hotel, and 
will be principally rustic works with evergreens 
and interlaced with garlands. The next arch 
will be placed at the intersection of Bridge St. 
with Front street, and wiil be a large triple 
arch, surmounted with the Royal arms, flags, 
&c, ; the interior will be decorated with drape- 
ty and garlauds, interspersed with natural 
flowers. The next arch will be placed at the 
intersection of Hotel with Front St., and is to 
be erected by the Working-man’s ‘I'emperance 
Association, and from the well known taste of 
the gentlemen connected with it, we have no 
doubt it will be very creditably got up. The 
next one is to be erected by the Agricultural 
Society, and will be placed at the junction of 
Pinnacle and Front streets, near the buildings 
recently erected by G. E. Henderson Esq. tt 
is proposed to construct it in a great part of 
the different cereols with which it has pleased 
an all-wise Providence to bless this part of the 
country.
